2. BEGIN TEXT: ON SEPTEMBER 30,1977, A DELEGATION FROM THE

SOCIALIST REPUBLIC OF VIETNAM, BY USAF AIRCRAFT TO REPATRI 
ATE THE REMAINS OF 22 AMERICANS WHICH VIETNAMESE AUTHORI-
